Section 1. Section 455B.109, subsection 1, unnumbered
paragraph 1, Code 2005, is amended to read as follows:

The commission shall establish, by rule, a schedule or
range of civil penalties which may be administratively
assessed. The schedule shall provide procedures and criteria
for the administrative assessment of penalties of not more
than ten twenty=five thousand dollars for violations of this
chapter or rules, permits or orders adopted or issued under
this _chapter.
